hav e been returned” last April dur­

To day 's acco unts, if no t as sweep­ 
ingly lurid as o rdeals described by 
sick and wo unded POWs freed last 
April, were all the mo re intense 
a d perso nal. Army censo rship a1- 
fc^o ws a liberated priso ner to tell 
o nly o f atro cities he saw. 
The acco unts were 
grimly 
a c­ 
cented ny the sight o f pitiful, bro kf 
en wrecks o f men who made up 
part o f to day ’s 392 returnees. So m 
ct uld hardly walk. Others were ter 
ribly emaciated. One, a So uth Ko ­ 
rean, was deliv ered dead. 


FREEDOM VILLAGE ftfv -The 
highest ranking American o fficer 
freed fro m Co mmunist captiv ity 
so far arriv ed here to day —m aim ­ 
ed and to rtured, but still able to 
laugh at the enemy .

A pilo t, he was captured after 
an incredible esca pe fro m 
his

19 5 1. He didn’t pull the rip co rd 
o f his parachute—the

plane o pened it. When he regain­ 
ed co nscio usness he was o n the 
gro und, his leg crushed. 
When Harriso n Cro ssed the line 
to freedo m to day , he did it o n 
crutches. The leg was missing. 
But Harriso n, talking 
with 
re­ 
po rters, jeered at his capto rs. 
“ They tried 
to tell 
us,” he 
laughed, “ that all 
priso ners o f 
war who went back to the United 
States wo uld be interned 
in

co ncentratio n camp there.” 
In a Co mmunist ho spital, Chi­ 
nese wo uld burst into his ro o m 
and ask him what he tho ught o f 
President Truman and Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur.

mended today by th e American 
| Fou ndation for Animal Health 
Late Summer and early F al l 
are special danger perio ds fo r 
anthrax , because close grazing o n 
sparse pastures mo re readily ex ­ 
po ses liv esto ck to the anthrax 
germs which liv e in the so il. 
Th e Fou ndation said 1.64 4 ou t­ 
breaks were reported in 32 states 
last y ear, killing nearly 3,500 h ead 
of liv estock. Th e 1952 epidemic was 
marked by th e occu rrence of th e di­ 
ease in many new areas. 
“Th is ‘seeding’ of new areas with 
anth rax germs h as increased th e 
danger,’’ th e Fou ndation said. “ All 
liv estock raisers in th ese localities 
mu st h e constantly alert for new 
ou tbreaks.”

Tell Of Brutal 


•Beatings, Death 


Countless Prisoners 
Killed By Red Captors 
During Confinement 


FREEDOM VILLAGE (^V-Amerf 
Scans and South Koreans freed by 
the Communists today told of beat­ 
ings, burnings, death marches and 
starvation at the hands of their 
0 iR e d captors — horrors which they 
said killed countless fellow prison­ 
ers.

W’hen I would pass out 
they brought me to by stabbing 
me with cigarettes. 
“The water treatment went on 
for two days and nights. It was 
so cold that the water they pour­ 
ed on the towels ran dow-n me 
and froze.

ain than in the comparable period of 1952, 
but the merchants, particularly those cat­ 
ering to the luxury trade, find their stocks 
still on their shelves. 
What the British are discovering is that ' 
not all Americans are wealthy. As t h e 
tourist trade increases, it gets down into 
the middle classes where people save for , 
years to m ake a cherished trip and then 
economize carefully while journeying.

Cows (rive More Milk When Temperatures Are Lower 


jO Degrees 


Proves Best, 


Experts Say 


Some Dairymen 
Let Cows Stay In 
Borns During Day 


Milk cows produce more when 
temperatures are in the “ comfort” 
range. Heat places severe stress 
on a cow. 


T here are two reasons why d ai­ 
ry row s suffer in 
hot 
w ea th er. 
They have to eat a lot of feed to 
m ak e the milk flow. 
F eed 
su p ­ 
plies needed energy, but b ac te ri­ 
al ferm entation in the ru m en 
produces heat. 
Milk cows also lack the built-in 
cooling system which human be­ 
ings and horses have. Feople and 
horses sweat, and the moisture 
evaporates to lower the tempera­ 
ture. 
Bossy’s milk machine can t work 
at top speed in 85 degree or better 
weather. The higher the 
mercury 
climbs above 85 degrees, the more 
it costs the dairyman. 
Fifty de­ 
grees is the ideal temperature for 
top milk production. 
• • • 
HOW FAST is milk flow' reduced 
when cow's get hot? Dr. Samuel 
Brody, dairy specialist at the Mis­ 
souri Experiment Station, says 
it 
isn’t the same for any two cows 
and it differs between breeds. 


For example, a Jersey that gave 
27.9 pounds of milk daily at 51 de­ 
grees, dropped to 3,9 pounds a day 
at 105 degrees. The drop was steep 
after 85 degrees was reached. 
A 
Holstein that gave 35 5 pounds 
at 
51 degrees, dropped to 7.1 pounds a 
day at 105. 
Brody raised the temperature 
five degrees every IO days until 105 
| was reached. Cows exposed to such 
j temperatures for any length of 
J time lose weight rapidly and take 
I several weeks to come back to nor­ 
mal. 
Don’t overlook shade, d a iry ­ 
m en are advised. Some d airy ­ 
men are taking full advantage of 
shade to minimize milk slump. 
During the hottest part of the 
Summer they put the ir cows in the 
I barn about IO a. rn. 
and leave 
j them there until after the evening 
j milking. 
Meanwhile, farmers can stretch 
! their pasture season two ways if 
! they get some rye in the ground 
j right away. 
« • • 
YOUNG HYE, which rivals le- 
i gume pasture, will provide high 
protein temporary grazing for this 
Fall and next Spring. Since rye 
grows lush in the Fall and early 
I Spring, blank spots can be filled at 
I the beginning and end of the sea- 
i son. 
When some farmers have been 
| short of pasture, they have sewn 
rye and sudan grass on the same 
field with good results. 
Rye 
anyj 
I vetch make good pasture combina­ 
tions. especially on sandy land in 
areas where vetch is adapted. 
Manure and fertilizer helps get a 
; lot of growth off rye. Any time you 
! want a quick, lush growth, use 


nitrogen fertilizer. Many dairymen 
use Balbo rye, because it doesn’t 
seem to taint milk like some other 
older varieties.
